DR. G. D. CARNES 
Member Board of Directors, 1948-1961 
Deceased September 20, 1961 


The greatness of any individual can easily be determined by 
the interest he or she shows in the welfare of those whose con- 
dition in life makes it impossible to do anything in return for 
that interest shown. In this regard, Dr. G. D. Carnes set a noble 
example for greatness. He was vitally interested in the welfare 
of helpless children. As a member of our board of directors he 
not only offered helpful suggestions from time to time; but he 
also traveled with the superintendents to raise funds during 
their fund raising efforts across the state. 


During the twelve years he served as leader of Prince Hall 
Masons of North Carolina, a total of $81,030.86 was contributed 
to our work. This amount is more than that contributed through 
the efforts of any other one individual in the history of our in- 
stitution. It is also more than total amount contributed to or- 
ganized charitable efforts by Negroes in North Carolina to aid 
their own charities during any similar period since the end of 
slavery. It is also the largest sum contributed by Prince Hall 
Masons for organized charitable purposes during all of their 
other years of existence in North Carolina. 

Because Dr. Carnes lived, the hungry have been fed—the 


naked have been clothed—and those without decent homes have 
been sheltered. 
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While expenditures during the past year exceeded our budget es- 
timates by $5,617.16; income also exceeded estimates by the amount of 
$7,208.06. We were able to end the fiscal year with a fund balance of 
$5,296.86 in the maintenance fund. It will also be noted that the loss 
from farm and dairy operations is less than that for the previous year. 


The present band director has been with us since February, and 
he has increased the band membership to 44 members, which is the 
largest number we have had. It will be difficult to travel with this 
number at all times as the bus capacity is limited to 32. 

Current plans are to work with four students who will pursue 
advanced training during the ensuing school year. There will be three 
students enrolled in college, and one in a practical nursing course.

REPORT OF RESIDENT MANAGER 


Reverend T. H. Brooks, Superintendent: 
I am pleased to make my initial report to you. 


My work with the institution began at the most glorious season of 
the year when plans were nearly complete for a big merry Christmas 
for all the children. Clothing, shoes, toys, fruit, candy and nuts from 
relatives, friends, businesses, church groups, organizations and frater- 
nal groups were arriving daily. These items brought big broad smiles 
to happy little faces Christmas morning. Tours to nearby towns to see 
the Christmas lights and decorations climaxed a happy holiday season. 


The past year has been one for continued improvements in all de- 
partments to bring about higher living standards. A general cleaning 
program that began in January will be completed in all the buildings 
before school opens. The housemothers and their cleaning groups have 
done a creditable job on restoring life and beauty to the floors. 


The next significant change for economical efficiency in the all- 
over operation was combining the dairy operation under the supervi- 
sion of the farm superintendent. This change reflected a profit in the 
dairy operation for the first month succeding the change. 


The all over farm production appears good at this time. The fields 
are full of rapidly growing grain and other crops, and the vegetable 
gardens are producing vegetables in abundance for daily use, for the 
processing for future use. 

Spiritual and moral training, so necessary in the development of a 
total child-care program have been carried out with a full program in 
the dormitories, the regular weekly Sunday Schools, weekly prayer 
meetings, and bi-monthly vespers services. The annual two weeks Va- 
cation Bible School, with the theme “My Bible and I”’ was enjoyed by 
the fifty-six children so much that they wanted to continue for another 
week. 

Both the girls and boys basketball teams had a good year with 
both teams having a greater number of games won than lost. Because 
of a rainy spring season, the baseball team did not have the outstand- 
ing success of previous years, but the Pony League team had a better 
year. 

The band, though getting a late start, was ready for its first con- 
cert in a six weeks’ period, and has continued to improve and meet all 
of the engagements on schedule, both for concerts and marching. 

Socials, birthday parties, movies, games and many trips engaged 
the children in a variety of activities this year. 

I wish to thank all of the staff members and children for helping 
make this another successful year.

ANGIER B. DUKE SCHOOL REPORT 


Rev. T. H. Brooks, Superintendent: 


This has been an unusual school year, unusual in many ways. The 
enrollment was smaller than it has been in previous years. We lost 
more days in school, which had to be made up later, due to snow. We 
had more absentees in the primary grades because of the many child- 
hood diseases which the children had in early spring. 
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In spite of the unusualness of the year, more children made notice- 
able improvement in their total development. Out of a membership of 
two hundred seventy-four, two hundred sixty-one, or 95% made suf- 
ficient progress to be promoted. 


The teachers did a better job of teaching, planning and record 
keeping. This was due to fewer children in many of the classrooms, the 
many resources which were provided, functional materials, and ex- 
cellent consultant services. With fewer children in classrooms, more 
individual work was done and the children were given the opportunity 
to learn through experience. 


The teachers did a good job in helping each child to build confi- 
dence in himself. With such confidence, a child is ready to learn, to 
cooperate with others, and to behave as a responsible person. 


With the help of the Women’s Club of Raleigh Road, we gave 
free lunches to several needy children for the entire school year. 


The following clubs were active: Safety Patrol, Good Health, 
Good English, and the Citizenship Club. The children in these clubs 
learned to do by doing. 

Our major objective was improving the curriculum; that is, im- 
proving the factors interacting to shape the curriculum. 

Children respond to beauty, cleanliness and order. When school 
opened in September, our school building was beautiful and clean for 
it had just been painted. Improving the physical plant is one of the 
first steps in improving the curriculum. Many thanks to you for your 
efforts toward taking this first step, and for your cooperation with 
the school program.

REPORT OF CLOTHING SUPERVISOR 


Rec. T. H. Brooks, Superintendent: 

A person with a hobby is a person whose life is interesting. Sew- 
ing’, when it is done with confidence, can be one of the happiest ex- 
periences of a women’s everyday life. Knowing how to sew can result 
in satisfactorily providing for family needs and wishes through 
one’s own efforts. Perhaps the most rewarding of all hobbies is sew- 
ing. Not only is this art an outlet for creative impulses, as well as a 
way to use sense of design, but it is also adventure in combining color 
and texture which aids in beautifying the home and providing cloth- 
ing which is most becoming to personalities. Sewing can result in a 
great saving over the cost of ready made items of clothing; therefore, 
the work done in our sewing room is an important part in the opera- 
tion of the institution. 

The importance of using what we have receives great stress; and 
we try to teach the importance of utilizing the many articles of cloth- 
ing sent to us by friends and organizations. Our girls are taught to 
take care of their own clothing and to assist in the mending of cloth- 
ing belonging to the children of the institution. 

Our sewing room is equipped with eight modern machines and 
one portable machine which was donated to the institution sometime 
ago. There is a modern machine in the Shepard Building as well as 
in the Little Boys Building which makes a total of eleven machines. 
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These modern instruments are naturally an asset to the orphanage 
since they aid in producing better constructed garments. The fol-

REPORT OF FOOD SUPERVISOR 


Reverend T. H. Brooks, Superintendent: 


Nutritious well balanced meals required for our children presents 
us with a daily responsibility. Therefore, considering the basic seven 
which are foods that include milk, proteins, starches, bread and ce- 
reals, citrus fruits and juices, green leafy and yellow vegetables, our 
food should supply us with many different nutrients. In order to keep 
the body in repair and functioning properly, this fact is kept in mind 
when planning and preparing the meals served in our dining room. We 
are serving an average of 475 meals daily. 
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Food preservation is another responsibility assumed in this de- 
partment; and with the assistance of girls who are being trained in 
this area, we have been able to serve in our dining room and preserve 
through freezing the following foods:

We have made an examination of the financial records of 
THE COLORED ORPHANAGE OF NORTH CAROLINA 
Oxford, North Carolina 


for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1962, and submit herewith our re- 
port. 


Attached hereto, as Exhibit “A”, is a balance sheet of all funds. 


Schedule B-3, attached hereto, is a statement of the Budget Op- 
erations of the Maintenance Fund for the year ended June 380, 1962. 
Revenue exceeded the estimated amount in the sum of $138,543.98, 
while the expenditures exceeded the estimated amount in the sum of 
$7,028.06. 


A summary statement of the comparative receipts and costs of 
the Maintenance Fund for the two fiscal years ended June 30, 1961, 
and June 30, 1962, is attached hereto as Schedule B-4. 


The per capita cost for the year under review amounted to 
$1,000.20, as compared with $966.95 for the preceding year, and is so 
shown on Schedule B-5, attached hereto. 


The nominal loss from the Farm, Garden and Dairy Operations 
amounted to $2,362.06, as compared with a loss for the preceding year 
in the amount of $5,277.76. A statement of Farm, Garden and Dairy 
Operations for the year ended June 30, 1962, is attached hereto as 
Schedule B-6. This statement was prepared from data given us by 
the management, and the quantities and prices were accepted by us 
without verification. 


Total receipts accruing to the Permanent Improvement Fund for 
the year under review amounted to $30,802.61, and is so shown on 
Schedule B-8, attached hereto. Disbursements amounted to $24,736.50, 
and a detailed statement of the disbursements is attached hereto, as 
Schedule B-9. There remained in the Permanent Improvement Fund 
at June 80, 1962, an unexpended cash balance of $14,646.67. 


Attached hereto, as Exhibit “C”, is a statement of the Capital 
Assets at June 30, 1962 amounting to $597,650.00. The main addition 
to the Capital Assets for the year ending June 30, 1962 was the con- 
struction of the Gregory Cottage in the amount of $10,000.00. The 
valuations placed on the Capital Assets were estimates arrived at by 
inspecting the policies of insurance coverage and other data and in- 
formation obtained from the Superintendent and members of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Board of Directors. These valuations are 
subject to future appraisal and changes the Board of Directors may 
deem advisable to make. 


Exhibit “D”, attached hereto, is a statement of the Trust Funds, 
which we believe to be self-explanatory. Additions to the J. G. G. 
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Trust Fund during the year under review was a gift of twenty shares 
of Common Stock in the Carolina Telephone and Telegraph Company. 


Operatons within the Scholarship Fund are shown on Schedules 
D-1 and D-2, attached hereto. There remained in this fund at June 
30, 1962, an unexpended cash balance of $5,460.00. This fund was 
created in the fiscal year 1943-44, Revenue accruing to this fund con- 
sists of contributions from various individuals and organizations. The 
purpose of this fund is to aid worthy high school graduates of the 
Institution in defraying college expenses. The advances made from 
this fund for that purpose are repayable at the pleasure of the par- 
ties to whom advances have been made. Outstanding advances at 
June 30, 1962, amounted to $18,916.68, and are so shown on Schedule 
D-2, attached hereto. 


Attached hereto, as Schedule D-3 is a statement of the savings 
account of the J. G. G. Trust Fund. 

Attached hereto, as Exhibit “‘E’’, is a statement of the Children’s 
Fund. This fund represents money on deposit with the Budget Offi- 
cer, subject to withdrawal by the children. This fund belongs to the 
Children and the Budget Officer is merely custodian. 


GENERAL 


Our audit consisted of an examination of the cash receipts and 
disbursements records. However, we did not examine in detail every 
financial transaction recorded in the records during the year under 
review. We verified the receipts as shown on the records with the 
respective depositories. All disbursements were evidenced by properly 
executed checks, on which the endorsements appeared in order. We 
reconciled the cash balances at June 30, 1962, with the respective de- 
positories and found same in agreement with the records of the In- 
stitution. 

The Imprest Cash Fund and the Children’s Cash Fund were 
properly accounted for. 

No inventories of food and supplies at June 30, 1962, were taken 
into consideration in this audit. 

All Exhibits and Schedules in this audit report not referred to, 
we believe to be self-explanatory. 

We acknowledge with appreciation, the cooperation extended us 
by the personnel of the Institution during the course of our examina- 
tion.
